At  a  special  hearing.  Board  members  heard  testimony 
from  inspecting  engineers  that  the  Hill  school  and  five 
others  throughout  the  city  should  be  closed  immediately 
as  earthquake  hazards. 

The  motion  to  close  the  six  schools  fell  one  shy  of  the 
necessary  four.  The  schools  are  all  still  open,  and  the 
earthquake  is  still  in  the  offing.

who  inspected  Daniel  Web- 
ster, said  there  was  no 
reason  to  keep  the  build- 
ing open,    "Webster,  "  he 
said,  has  a  steel  frame 
but  brick  facing  which, 

in  case  of  a  shake  could 
actually  fall  out  of  the 
building  and  the  building 
could  actually  collapse. 

It's  a  very  serious  haz- 
ard. " 

James  Suseoff,  princi- 
pal of  Daniel  Webster, 
felt  the  school  should  re- 
main open  at  least 
through  the  current  term. 

"Educationally  speak- 
ing, "  he  said,  "it  would 
be  best  if  it  were  kept 
open,  but  I'm  no  engineer 
and  if  the  Board  de- 
cides to  shut  down  the 
school,  we'll  do  it,  " 

Suseoff  reported  th?t 
most  of  the  teachers  and 
parents  that  he's  consult- 
ed favor  keeping  it  open. 
"They  feel  there's  a  lim- 
it to  the  precautions  you 
can  take.  Many  consider  an 
earthquake  to  be  '  an  act  of 
God. '" 

Suseoff  added,  "There 
are  63  schools  out  of  119  in 
the  district  that  fail  to  meet 
the  standards  of  the  Field 
Act  (passed  in  1933  after 
the  Long  Beach  Quake). 
Why  close  only  six?  Is 
Daniel  Webster  the  worst?" 

If  and  when  the  school 
is  closed,  next  fall  is  a

Insiders  concede  that 
Thomas  Sammon,  cur- 
rently Site  Administrator 
at  the  new  school,  has 
the  inside  track  on  the 
job. 

Community  represen- 
tatives were  thanked  for 
their  participation  on  the 
committee  and  were  as- 
sured that  their  opinions 
would  be  weighed  in  the 
recommendations. 

Committee  member 
Enola  Maxwell  was  skep- 
tical.   "We  just  asked 
questions,  and  they  did 
the  evaluating  and  made 
recommendations,  I 
don't  know  who  they  re- 
commended. "

Where  does  Potrero 
Hill  stop  and  the  Mission 
begin?    That  question 
lies  at  the  center  of  a 
boundary  dispute  that  is 
emerging  between  the 
Potrero  Hill  Boosters 
and  Merchants  Associa- 
tion and  the  Mission  Mo- 
del City  Corporation. 

The  Boosters  claim 
the  border  is  Potrero 
Avenue,  while  the  Miss- 
ion corporation  has 
drawn  its  eastern  bound- 
ary along  the  James  Lick 
Freeway.    The  disputed 
territory,  which  contains 
only  several  blocks  of 
residences,  would  be  in- 
significant were  it  not 
the  location  of  San  Fran- 
cisco General  Hospital. 

An  examination  of  the 
underlying  motives  in  the 
budding  fight  reveal  that 
the  real  prize  is  the  hos- 
pital, especially  the  new 
multi -million  dollar 
structure  slated  for  con- 
struction on  the  site. 

Jack  McCarthy,  planner 
in  social  services  and 
economic  development 
for  the  Model  City  corp- 
oration, staceu  tnai  meiF  ' 
chief  concern  in  the  mat- 
ter of  boundaries  was  to 
make  General  Hospital 
part  of  the  Model  City  in 
order  that  it  could  qual- 
ify for  the  program  being 
developed  by  the  corpora- 
tion.

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Critical  choice

Potrero  Hill  Junior  High  School  will  open  this  Septem- 
ber. We  should  consider  ourselves  fortunate  to  have  a 
brand  new  school  located  within  the  neighborhood.  Unfor- 
tunately, a  new  building  by  itself  will  not  guarantee  the 
Hill's  beautiful  young  people  a  good  education. 

On  one  hand,  our  community  is  presented  with  a  rare 
opportuniy  to  play  a  major  role  in  staffing,  programming 
and  running  its  school.    It  is  easier  for  a  community  to 
influence  a  school  when  it  is  first  opening  than  to  change 
a  school  that  has  been  run  a  certain  way  for  years  and 
years. 

On  the  other  hand,  we  are  faced  with  the  very  gloomy 
prospect  that  Potrero  will  become  just  another  dead-end 
junior  high  school--a  school  where  students  fjill  way  be- 
hind in  reading  ability,  where  cutting  classes  and  sense- 
less violence  become  a  way  of  life,  where  students  learn 
little  more  than  the  destructive  logic  of  drugs.  ("Reds 
are  great.  I  would  have  stopped  coming  to  school  long 
ago  if  I  didn't  have  something  to  get  me  through  the 
day.  ")  A  concerned  and  active  community  is  the  only 
force  which  can  see  to  it  that  this  does  not  happen. 

At  this  time  the  most  important  concern  should  be 
finding  a  strong,  progressive  principal  who  would  seek 
out  good  teachers  and  counselors  and  would  work  active- 
ly with  parents  and  students.  Although  there  is  little 
doubt  in  administrators'  circles  that  Pelton-reject 
Thomas  Sammon  has  the  job,  it  is  important  that  people 
express  their  feelings  to  school  officials  while  there  is 
still  a  chance  to  change  this  unfortunate  appointment. 
There  is  no  chance  if  the  people  of  the  community  do 
nothing  at  this  time. 

The  problem  with  available  San  Francisco  principals, 
and  teachers,  too,  is  that  the  school  district  is  present- 
ly overflowing  with  people  of  proven  incompetence.  Sup- 
erintendent Shaheen  has  "de -selected"  many  administra- 
tors but,  because  of  teu  ire,  they  cannot  be  fired.  Be -

Lost  and  forgotten  ?

Recently,  a  Potrero  Hill  resident  lost  his  17  year  old 
son.  He  was  committing  a  burglary  to  obtain  funds  for 
his  drug  habit. 

This  boy  was  shot  dead  by  police  in  San  Mateo  County. 
Through  his  years  as  an  addict-  he  had  never  committed 
a  bodily  injury  offense. 

Our  society  turned  this  boy  into  a  thief,  and  then  had 
the  audacity  to  kill  him  rather  than  treat  him. 

This  sickening  waste  of  our  young  due  to  the  require- 
ments of  a  drug  oriented  society  has  to  stop. 

It  has  been  said  on  numerous  occasions  that  the  drug 
problem  amrjong  the  youth  is  a  phase -type  thing  and  will 
diminish  with  the  fad.    This  is  hogwash. 

Children  are  still  being  permanently  damaged  physi- 
cally and  mentally  by  the  drug  situation.    Although  a 
number  of  steps  have  been  taken  to  minimize  the  drugs 
obtainable  at  the  schools,  the  children  already  addicted 
are  forced  to  live  or  die  on  their  own  because  the  city 
sees  fit  to  divert  monies  to  far  less  important  things. 

Our  neighborhood  has  the  dubious  distinction  of  having 
killed  two  proposals  designated  to  help  people:  (1)  the 
drug  clinic  proposal  and  {Z)  the  mental  health  clinic  pro- 
posal. 

I  was  involved  recently  in  trying  to  get  help  for  these 
youngsters  and  was  told  that  due  to  the  fear  of  being 
subjected  to  addicts,  residents  would  not  try  to  help 
them.    Yet  these  same  residents  think  nothing  of  con- 
fronting a  known  alcoholic  and,  if  he  or  she  is  part  of 
their  immediate  family,  think  nothing  of  covering  up 
this  fact. 

This  attitude,  although  not  liked  by  a  lot  of  people  who 
supported  the  drug  clinic  proposal,  was  accepted. 

If  these  bureaucratic  hypocrites  would  realize  that 
the  possessions  they  prize  above  human  need  are  in  far 
-SiUUt£.jeoQaxdy  of  being  sto)**n  by  an  addict  needing  them 


to  fence  a  fix  (sell  for  money  to  obtain  drugs)  than  by  an 
addict  undergoing  treatment,  they  would  try  to  help. 

We  have  all  worked  hard  to  get  a  brand  new,  shiny 
school  in  our  area,  which  is  beautiful,  but  of  the  1000 
students  to  fill  it,  how  many  will  be  drug  oriented  or 
mental  cases  ? 

Neither  the  drug  clinic  proposal,  or  the  mental  health 
clinic  proposal  was  defeated,  just  shelved,  so  there  is 
still  a  chance. 

If  all  the  people  in  this  community  would  band  togeth- 
er anE  back  the  fight  for  these  facilities,  there  is  still 
a  good  chance  of  having  them. 

Please,  please  help,  before  another  boy  dies,  possi- 
bly yours,  or  mine!

cause  few  of  them  die  or  quit,  they  must  be  shuffled 
around  until  they  retire.  And  it's  beginning  to  look  like 
many  of  them  are  being  shuffled  over  to  Potrero  Hill. 
These  are  the  same  individuals  who  have  presided  over 
the  decline  and  fall  of  secondary  schools  all  over  the 
city.    Getting  a  principal  who  is  truly  good  enough  for 
the  job  will  be  virtually  impossible  unless  the  school 
district  can  be  forced  to  bypass  its  present  moratorium 
on  hiring  from  outside  the  school  district. 

Outside  of  demanding  a  competent  principal  (especial- 
ly since  prospects  are  so  dismal),  we  should  be  insisting 
on  several  other  things.    We  should  demand  a  voice  in 
selecting  teachers  and  counselors  who,  above  all  else, 
love  and  understand  the  kids.    We  should  see  to  it  that 
every  student  who  will  graduate  from  Potrero  knows 
how  to  read.  In  order   to  accomplish  this  we  should  de- 
mand, and  do  the  recruiting  ourselves  if  necessary, 
teachers'  aids  and  community  volunteers  to  work  with 
teachers  in  special  reading  classes.  Finally,  we  should 
demand  a  program  where  every  kind  of  student  activity 
is  provided,  where  scheduling  of  classes  is  flexible 
enough  to  provide  for  many  special  assemblies,  field 
trips,  and  doubling  of  classes.  Our  school  must  be  an 
exciting  place  where  students  wiU  go  because  they  want 
to,  not  because  they  have  to. 

We  must  join  together  now  and  demand  that  our  young 
people  get  the  education  they  need  and  deserve.  If  we 
don't  protest  every  move  by  the  school  district  to  use 
our  school  as  a  dumping  ground  for  the  system's  re- 
jects, within  the  first  year  our  children  will  be  protest- 
ing themselves.  They  will  be  protesting  by  cutting 
classes,  raising  hell  and  dropping  reds.  For  our  young 
people,  for  ourselves,  we  must  get  together  now  and 
work  to  prevent  such  a  tragedy.

of  General  Hospital  over 
with  HUD  (Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Devel- 
opment), "  he  reported, 
"and  they  pointed  out  that 
since  Mission  residents 
predominantly  use  Gener- 
al Hospital,  the  facility 
would  qualify  to  be  part  of 
Model  City  with  either 
boundary.  " 

"Consequently,  we 
have  no  preference,"  Mc- 
Carthy concluded,  add- 
ing that  the  residents  in 
the  disputed  area  should 
be  the  ones  to  decide 
whether  to  be  included  in 
the  Model  City  area  or 
not.

He  pointed  out  that 
while  the  hospital  could 
qualify  for  inclusion  in
